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PUBLIC HEARING 
AUGUST 7, 1979 
Manchester Court House 


Present: Reps. Elaine T. Lyons, Jean Wallin, Wilfrid Boisvert, Gabrielle 
Gagnon, Anna Van Loan, Louis Record, Jr., Catherine-Ann Day, 
Andrew Polak, Roger Wallace, Rita Brack, George Soucy, James 
Craig, Arnold Perkins, James Sweeney, Jr., Minnie Carswell, 
Edmund Keefe and Frank Reidy. 


Rep. Elaine T. Lyons opened the hearing at 7:10 P.M. 


Rep. Lyons said there were three matters to be considered at this meet- 
ing. The first thing was the bond issue which Rep. Lyons explained must be 
revoted due to the fact that there was too much of a time lapse last time 
between the Public Hearing and the Delegation Meeting. She then read the 
resolution on the bond issue for the House of Correction: 


*‘That the sum of $550,000 be and is hereby appropriated for the cost 
of constructing a new Hillsborough County House of Correction to be 
located in Goffstown, New Hampshire, that to raise said appropriation the 
County Commissioners and County Treasurer be and they hereby are 
authorized to issue at one time or from time to time bonds or notes of the 
County, in an aggregate principal amount of $550,000; the County Com- 
missioners be and they hereby are authorized to apply for, accept and 
expend any and all federal or state aid which may be available therefore; 
provided that the amounts authorized to be issued hereby shall be reduced 
by the amounts of such aid actually received in excess of $988,000 prior to 
issuance.’”’ 

Rep. Lyons pointed out a discrepancy in the figures she read; one figure 
was $500,000 and the other was $550,000. Mr. Roulx, the county Business 
Manager, confirmed that $550,000 was the correct amount and the error 
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was corrected. Rep. Lyons asked if there were any discussion on this reso- 
lution. There was no discussion. 


Rep. Lyons then introduced the subject of General Revenue Sharing. 
Mr. Roulx said that the Commissioners have recommended that the 
$488,000 expected to be received from General Revenue Sharing go to offset 
the operating expenses for the House of Correction. Rep. Record questioned 
the use of the funds for operating expenses and was told by Mr. Roulx that 
these funds can be used for either capital expenditures or operating ex- 
penses. There were two other questions from selectmen concerning the esti- 
mated amount of General Revenue Sharing Funds for last year. Mr. Roulx 
said that the $488,000 projected for this year is guaranteed. 


The Chairman then moved on to the County Budget and summarized 
all that the Executive Committee had done up to this point to come up with 
a budget that was reasonable considering the factors that they were given. 
The floor was then opened to questions. Selectman Fred Ahrens from Merri- 
mack wanted to know how the Committee could account for the 22.3% 
increase in the County Budget and gave examples of percentage increases in 
several departments. Rep. Lyons called on Rep. Brack and Mr. Roulx to 
answer his inquiry about the Nursing Home budget. He was told that most 
of the increase was due top the union wage negotiations and that an increase 
of only 4% over last year, exclusive of wages and fringe benefits, was 
realized in the Nursing Home budget. There was more discussion and Rep. 
Perkins spoke about the expected income from the Nursing Home that the 
County would be receiving. 


Comment and questions followed on the increases in the County Con- 
vention budget and the County Attorney’s Office. Rep. Lyons explained the 
increases in both these budgets stating that the main reason for the increase 
in the County Convention budget was due to the addition of one staff 
member and the increase in mileage payment from 12c to 17c a mile. She 
then read a list of increases submitted by the County Attorney and talked 
about the large increases in the salaries of the Assistant County Attorneys, 
giving the reasons for these increases. 


There was discussion about the Factfinder’s Report and Rep. Lyons ex- 
plained what the final outcome was. Chief Deputy Sheriff Al Lambert 
questioned the intent of the Factfinder’s Report and of the Delegation’s vote 
when they accepted the Factfinder’s Report with the 9% cost of living in- 
crease. Rep. Jean Wallin and Richard Roulx spoke about the negotiations, 
and Mr. Roulx went into detail about the negotiations as they related to the 
Deputy Sheriffs. There was lengthy discussion including discussion on how 
to get out of the union. Rep. Lyons asked Mr. Roulx to explain how people 
get in and get out of a union. He explained how they got in and said that in 
order for them to get out they would have to get a decertification election, 
which he explained also. There was more discussion on unions and wages 
for county employees. 

There followed questions on hazard duty pay for baliffs, estimated 
income from interest, and salary increases for the Commissioners. Mr. 
Roulx and Rep. Lyons answered these questions. 


Then Mr. Brundage, a selectman from Merrimack, asked for an expla- 
nation for the increase in the Superior Court budget. Rep. Wallin spoke 
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about the state mandated increases, the increases for the records keeping 
system and the salary account. Rep. Lyons went over the increases in jury 
and witness fees. Mr. Brundage then asked about the increase in the Public 
Welfare budget and Rep. Carswell answered his question by itemizing the 
reasons for the increase in each line item and spoke about the effect of HB 
1024. There was discussion about the towns subsidizing the Manchester 
welfare cases. 


There was a question on the contingency fund and Rep. Lyons ex- 
plained the purpose for it. Then a Nursing Home employee aired his feelings 
about the ten people at the Nursing Home who he says did not get any pay 
increase. He said that the official grievance form which Rep. Lyons was 
given a copy of, would go to the Labor Board. 


Rep. Lyons then went over a list of the new positions in all the depart- 
ments of the county. She read the minutes of the last Delegation Meeting 
pertaining to the Factfinder’s Report and the Delegation vote on it. She then 
went into greater detail about the terms in the Report. 


Mr. McKewen from Southern N.H. Services asked why the Grounds 
Superintendent position was cut out of the budget. Rep. Carswell said that 
the position they cut out was the Farm Supervisor since they felt that the 
four people left were adequate to do the job. Mr. McKewen asked them to 
reconsider and gave reasons why. There was discussion and Rep. Lyons read 
a letter that had been sent to Gale Hennessy explaining what the Executive 
Committee had done in reference to the Southern N.H. Service budget. 
Reps. Brack and Wallin clarified the Executive Committee’s position in the 
matter and said that Southern N.H. Services could do whatever they wished 
with their personnel as long as they stayed within their grant of $148,000. 
After more discussion Mr. McKewen discovered that it was not his job 
which had been cut, but another. 


Sheriff Shea questioned the $148,000 grant and said he felt that 
Southern N.H. Services was being subsidized. There was discussion on the 
nature of the agreement with Southern N.H. Services and Rep. Lyons ex- 
plained what had been done earlier with the maintenance of the old 
complex. 

Rep. Lyons spoke about the Special Projects briefly and told everyone 
that Rep. James White would be giving his Blue Ribbon Committee Report 
on Thursday morning at the Executive Committee meeting at 9:30 A.M. 
Rep. White said that no project had been eliminated this year and that the 
report would deal with recommendations for next year. 

Rep. Record moved to adjourn and it was sufficiently seconded. 
Motion carried. 


The Public Hearing adjourned at 9:10 P.M.

Rep. Elaine T. Lyons, Chairman, called the meeting to order at 7:10 
P.M. 

Rep. Lyons then read the agenda for the meeting. She explained that 
there were four (4) items (1) a revote of the Bond issue for the building of 
the House of Correction (2) Property Leases with the N.H. Probation De- 
partment (3) the use of General Revenue Sharing Funds (4) the proposed 
F/Y 1980 County Budget. 


Rep. Lyons then called on Rep. Jean Wallin. 

Rep. Wallin moved that the sum of $550,000 be and is hereby appro- 
priated for the cost of constructing a new Hillsborough County House of 
Correction to be located in Goffstown, New Hampshire, that to raise said 
appropriation the County Commissioners and the County Treasurer be and 
they hereby are authorized to issue at one time or from time to time bonds 
or notes of the County, in an aggregate principal amount of $550,000; that 
the County Commissioners be and they hereby are authorized to apply for, 
accept and expend any and all federal or state aid which may be available 
therefor; provided that the amounts authorized to be issued hereby shall be 
reduced by the amounts of such aid actually received in excess of $988,000 
prior to issuance. 

The motion was seconded by Rep. James White. 

Rep. Wallin then spoke to her motion. 

Rep. Lyons explained the situation and that it is required that a roll call 
vote be taken. 

With no other discussion on the pending motion a vote was taken. Ona 
roll call vote 68 voted in the affirmative and 1 voted in the negative the 
motion passed. 

Rep. Lyons then moved onto the item of the leases with the N.H. Pro- 
bation Department. 

Rep. Lyons recognized Rep. Arnold Perkins for a motion. 

Rep. Perkins moved that the Hillsborough County Delegation in Con- 
vention authorize the Board of Commissioners to enter into leases with the 
N.H. Department of Probation covering property located in the Manchester 
and Nashua Court Houses as proposed in copies of leases forwarded to each 
member of the Delegation prior to this meeting and such leases to be 
authorized as of July 1, 1979. 

The motion was seconded by Rep. Wilfrid Boisvert. 

Rep. Lyons explained the leases. 

With no further discussion on the pending motion a vote was taken. On 
a voice vote the motion passed unanimously. 


Rep. Lyons then moved to the next item on the agenda, General 
Revenue Sharing Funds. 
Rep. Lyons recognized Rep. Andy Polak for a motion. 
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Rep. Polak moved that the Hillsborough County Delegation in Con- 
vention authorize the Board of County Commissioners to accept General 
Revenue Sharing Funds in the amount of $488,000 to be used to defray 
expenses of the County House of Correction, and to accept any additional 
Federal or other funds made available to the County and such funds be 
expended in accordance with the provisions of the laws governing County 
expenditures. 

The motion was seconded by Rep. Roger Wallace. 

Rep. Lyons questioned Mr. Richard Roulx about the use of the funds. 
Mr. Roulx explained that the funds would be used to defray the expenses of 
the County House of Correction as stated in the motion. 

With no further discussion on the motion a vote was taken. 

On a voice vote the motion passed unanimously. 


Rep. Lyons then read a letter from Comm. Edward Lobacki apologiz- 
ing for not being able to attend the meeting and urge passage of the Execu- 
tive Committee proposed budget. 

Rep. Lyons also stated that Reps. Day, E. Wheeler, K. Wheeler, Silva 
and Craig could not make the meeting because of being either out of state or 
being out of the country. 


Rep. Lyons moved on to the final item on the agenda, the budget. 

Rep. Lyons then commented on the budget. She spoke about the rises in 
the budget and the mandates that have come to the county from the state. 
She commented at length on the increases and gave supporting figures. 

Rep. Lyons recognized Rep. Jean Wallin for a motion. 

Rep. Wallin moved that the Hillsborough County Delegation in Con- 
vention approve the Hillsborough County Budget for Fiscal year 1980 in the 
amount of $12,934,570 and that $7,246,744.55 be raised in County Taxes. 

The motion was seconded by Rep. James White. 

Rep. Lyons opened the floor for discussion on the motion. 

Rep. Lyons then recognized Rep. Wilfrid Boisvert. 

Rep. Boisvert offered an amendment to the motion made by Rep. 
Wallin. 

Rep. Boisvert moved to reinstate $10,000 to the budget of the Registry 
of Deeds, number 4120, line item 293, Consolidation of Indexes. The 
motion was seconded by Rep. Gabrielle Gagnon. 

Rep. Boisvert then spoke to his motion. 

Rep. James White questioned Rep. Boisvert. Rep. White then asked, if 
any member of the sub-committee was present, who answer why the line 
item had been cut. Rep. Soucy stated he was at that meeting but did not 
recall why it had been cut. Rep. Lyons then gave an explanation of why the 
line item was cut. With no further discussion on the amendment a vote was 
taken. On a voice vote the Chair was unsure of the vote and asked for a 
standing vote. On a standing vote 15 were for the motion and 61 were 
against, the motion failed. 

Rep. Lyons recognized Rep. Penny Dion. 

Rep. Dion moved that the contingency appropriation of 100,000 be 
removed from the budget. The motion was seconded by Rep. Joanne Head. 

Rep. Dion spoke to her motion. A long discussion followed. 
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Those speaking in favor of the motion were Reps. Spirou, Head, 
Sweeney and Granger. Those speaking against the motion were Reps. 
Wallin, White, Record, and Carswell. 

Rep. Sweeney moved the question, being sufficiently seconded the 
motion passed. 


A roll call vote was requested. 

Rep. Lyons explained the parliamentary situation. 

On a roll call vote 49 voted in the affirmative and 31 voted in the nega- 
tive and the motion passed. 


Rep. Lyons then recognized Rep. Sweeney for a motion. 

Rep. Sweeney moved that we eliminate from the F/Y 1980 budget all 
Special project funding except for Southern N.H. Services to the sum of 
$99,419. The motion was seconded by Rep. Robert Wheeler. 

Rep. Sweeney spoke to his motion. A long discussion on the motion 
followed. 

Rep. Dolbec spoke against the motion. 

Rep. White spoke against the motion and explained the Blue Ribbon 
Committee process and the different programs. 

Rep. Spirou spoke against the motion. 

Rep. Healy questioned the Chair as to the motion. 

Rep. Lyons explained the motion. 

Rep. Head asked for an explanation of the services that Southern N.H. 
Services, Inc. provides compared to that of St. Joseph’s Community 
Services. Rep. White explained the differences. 

Rep. Hall spoke in favor of the motion. 

Rep. Heald had a parliamentary inquiry. 

Rep. Len Smith moved the question and being sufficiently seconded, 
the motion passed. 

On a voice vote the motion made by Rep. Sweeney failed. 


Rep. Lyons then recognized Rep. Guy Granger. 

Rep. Granger asked, if it was appropriate at this time, to make a 
motion to recommit the budget. Rep. Lyons responded, it was. 

Rep. Granger then moved that the budget be recommitted to the Execu- 
tive Committee which will present the budget back to the County Conven- 
tion at a later date with an increase in the 1980 budget limited to a 10% 
increase over the F/Y budget of 1979. 

The motion was seconded and Rep. Granger spoke to his motion. 

Rep. Spirou then moved to table the motion. That motion was seconded 
and a roll call was requested. 

On a roll call vote of 56 in favor and 25 against, the motion passed. 


Rep. Lyons then recognized Rep. Sweeney. 

Rep. Sweeney moved that the Five (5) Deputy Sheriffs, who did not 
receive pay increases, be up-graded from a grade of 13.3 to a grade of 14.3 
and that $2,755 be appropriated for this increase. 

The motion was seconded by Rep. William McCarthy. 

Rep. Sweeney spoke to his motion. 

Reps. Carswell, Wallin and White spoke against the motion. 

Rep. Donovan questioned the salaries of the Deputies. 
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Mr. Richard Roulx presented the figures which were read by Rep. 
White. 

Rep. McCarthy spoke in favor of the motion. 

Rep. Arnie Wight spoke against the motion. 

Rep. Healy moved the previous question. It was seconded and the 
motion passed. 

Rep. Lyons reread the motion and on a voice vote the Chair was unsure 
and a division was requested. On a standing vote 22 voted for the motion 
and 56 voted against; the motion failed. 

Rep. Lyons then recognized Rep. Spirou. 

Rep. Spirou moved the previous question on the motion made by Rep. 
Wallin on the budget. The motion was sufficiently seconded and a roll call 
was requested. 

Rep. Lyons then read the motion as amended with the reduction of 
$100,000. 

Moved that the Hillsborough County Delegation in Convention ap- 
prove the Hillsborough County Budget for Fiscal Year 1980 in the amount 
of $12,834,570 and that $7,146,744.55 be raised in County Taxes. 

A roll call vote was requested. 

With 61 voting in the affirmative and 19 voting in the negative, the 
motion passed and the budget was adopted. 

It was moved by Rep. Philip Heald to request from the County Com- 
missioners a cost benefit ratio by Commissioner District on the F/Y 1980 
budget. The motion was seconded and on a voice vote it passed unani- 
mously. 


It was then moved by Rep. Dolbec and seconded by Rep. Wallace that 
the meeting adjourn. 
The meeting adjourned at 9:20 P.M.

Also present were: Commissioners 
Dupont & Lobacki, Richard Roulx, County Attorney Cloutier 
and Assistant County Attorney Horan. : 


Chairman Lyons opened the meeting at 7:18 p.m. 


Chairman Lyons informed the Delegation of the status of the fiscal year 
1981 budget. She explained to the committee that the budget had been at a 
level approximately 3% greater than that of fiscal year 1980, but because of 
unanticipated welfare expenditures for this fiscal year and an increase in 
expenditures for next fiscal year the county was facing one million dollars in 
increases. She also informed the committee of the status of wage negotia- 
tions. She told the committee that the county and union negotiators had 
reached a tentative agreement on the wage contracts for both the Nursing 
Home and correctional employees, but no details could be released at this 
time. 


Chairman Lyons told the Delegation that the Executive Committee had 
been working long and hard to complete the budget process. She stated that 
upon completion of the budget copies would be forwarded to all members of 
the Delegation. 


Chairman Lyons then moved to the agenda and informed the Delega- 
tion that a continuing resolution was necessary to allow the County to 
function until the F/Y 1981 budget has been passed. 


It was moved by Rep. White that the Hillsborough County Delegation 
authorize the Board of Commissioners to continue authorizing expenditure 
of county funds for operational expenses only at the F/Y 1980 level from 
July 1, 1980 until the 1981 budget is passed, but no later than August 31, 
1980. The motion was seconded by Rep. Boisvert. 


A quorum count was requested. 


Following a call of the roll a quorum was not present and the chair 
recessed the Delegation for ten minutes. 


Following the recess the chair declared a quorum present. 


Chairman Lyons restated the motion that was offered by Rep. White 
and seconded by Rep. Boisvert. With no discussion on the motion on a voice 
vote the motion passed unanimously. 


Chairman Lyons then stated the next item on the agenda was the abate- 
ment of interest penalty assessed the Town of New Boston for late payment 
of county taxes. It was moved by Rep. Spirou and seconded by Rep. 
Sweeney that the interest penalty assessed to the Town of New Boston for 
late payment of county taxes totaling $300.24 be abated. 


Chairman Lyons then read a series of communications concerning same 
(see attached communications). 
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Rep. Spirou spoke in favor of his motion. 


Rep. White moved the question and it was sufficiently seconded. The 
motion passed unanimously. 


The chair called for the vote on the motion by Rep. Spirou and 
seconded by Rep. Sweeney. On a voice vote the motion passed. 


Chairman Lyons then turned to item 3 on the agenda, which was to 
receive from the County Commissioners two independent appraisals on 
county property known as the Pulpit Farm. Chairman Lyons then read a 
letter from the County Commissioners stating what the value of the two 
appraisals was (see attached letter). 


Following the discussion on the actual acreage, it was moved by Rep. 
Spirou and seconded by Rep. Sweeney that the report of the County Com- 
missioners be received and filed when corrected. On a voice vote the motion 
passed unanimously. 


Chairman Lyons then moved on to the election of the vice-chairman- 
ship of the County Delegation and the vice-chairmanship of the County 
Executive Committee. Chairman Lyons called on Rep. Thomas Pappas, 
Chairman of the Nashua Delegation, to report to the Delegation on the 
Nashua Delegation’s elections. 


Rep. Pappas informed the Delegation that Rep. Pastor had been elected 
to serve as vice-chairman of the Executive Committee, and he had been 
elected to serve as vice-chairman of the Delegation. 


Chairman Lyons then read a letter from Rep. Pastor supporting her 
election to the vice-chairmanship of the Executive Committee. (See attached 
letter). 


It was moved by Rep. Pappas and seconded by Rep. Nardi that Rep. 
Selma Pastor be elected to the vice-chairmanship of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


It was moved by Rep. Boisvert and seconded by Rep. Gagnon to close 
nominations. The motion passed unanimously. 


It was moved by Rep. Craig that one ballot be cast by the Clerk. The 
motion was seconded by Rep. Kaklamanos. The motion passed unani- 
mously. 


It was moved by Rep. Kaklamanos and seconded by Rep. Boyer that 
Rep. Thomas Pappas be elected to the vice-chairmanship of the County 
Delegation. The motion passed. 


It was moved by Rep. Boisvert and seconded by Rep. Record that Rep. 
Selma Pastor be elected to the vice-chairmanship of the County Delegation. 


Rep. Record spoke to the motion stating that the vice-chairmanship of 
the County Delegation and the Executive Committee has always been held 
by one person and tradition should not be broken. 


Chairman Lyons pointed out to the Delegation that when Nashua last 
held a chairmanship it had a chairman of the Delegation and a separate 
chairman of the Executive Committee.

It was moved by Rep. White and seconded by Rep. Kaklamanos that 
nominations be closed. The motion passed. 


Rep. Healy asked the chair for clarification of the issue before the 
Delegation.

Rep. Robert Wheeler spoke in favor of the Nashua Delegation’s 
elections. 


Rep. Murray spoke in favor of the Nashua Delegation’s elections. 


Rep. Record withdrew his second and Rep. Boisvert withdrew his 
motion. 


It was moved by Rep. Kaklamanos and seconded by Rep. White that 
one ballot be cast by the Clerk. The motion passed. 


Rep. Dolbec requested to be recorded as voting no. 


It was moved by Rep. Guidi and seconded by Rep. Zajdel that a letter 
be sent to former Rep. Jean Wallin thanking her for the work and time she 
has given during her tenure on the Delegation. The motion passed unani- 
mously. 


With no other business before the Delegation it was moved by Rep. 
White and seconded by Rep. Wallace that the meeting adjourn. The motion 
passed unanimously. The meeting adjourned 8:05 p.m. 
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BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS ANNUAL REPORT 


In accordance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire, the Hills- 
borough County Board of Commissioners herewith submits its annual 
report for the fiscal year 1980: 


The Commissioners hold regularly scheduled meetings every Wednes- 
day at 9:30 A.M. This year we have held meetings at the County Courthouse 
in Manchester, the County Jail, the House of Correction and the County 
Nursing Home in an effort to bring us closer to our employees and resi- 
dents. 


The year was highlighted by the completion of the new House of Cor- 
rection in Grasmere. The new facility will house 40 inmates. Also in the area 
of corrections, a Study Committee was formed to explore the feasibility of 
replacing the County Jail which is located in Manchester. The Commis- 
sioners also formed a committee which met with inmates at the County Jail 
to receive their input for improving conditions at the present facility. A 
number of improvements have been implemented. 


The County, as a CETA prime sponsor, continued to provide employ- 
ment and training opportunities for hundreds of unemployed youths and 
adults. Southern New Hampshire Services, Inc. the County CAP Agency, is 
occupying the old Nursing Home Administration Building and the Bouchard 
Building to administer the CETA program and a number of the social 
service programs. 

Commission Chairman Richard Dupont was reappointed to the Na- 
tional Steering Committee for Criminal Justice and Public Safety and Com- 
missioner Edward J. Lobacki was reappointed to the Steering Committee on 
Health and Education. 

As we close out another year, we wish to express our sincere apprecia- 
tion to the hundreds of dedicated county employees for a job well done.

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To the Board of County Commissioners of 
County of Hillsborough: 


We have examined the financial statements of the County of Hills- 
borough for the year ended June 30, 1980 as listed in the table of contents. 
Our examination was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards and, accordingly, included such tests of the accounting records 
and such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the cir- 
cumstances. 


The County, as more fully explained in Note 4, has not presented a 
statement of changes in financial position for its enterprise fund. Generally 
accepted accounting principles require that such a statement be presented 
when financial statements purport to present financial position and results 
of operations in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 


In our opinion, except that the omission of a statement of changes in 
financial position for its enterprise fund results in an incomplete presenta- 
tion, as explained in the preceding paragraph, the financial statements 
referred to above present fairly the financial position of the County of Hills- 
borough as of June 30, 1980, and the results of its operations for the year 
then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles 
applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
JUNE 30, 1980 


1. Basis of presentation: 


The accounting policies of Hillsborough County conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles applicable to governmental operations. 


The following is a summary of significant accounting policies: 
In governmental type funds, revenues and expenditures are recognized 


on the modified accrual basis. Revenues are recorded when measurable and 
available. Expenditures are recorded when a liability is incurred. 


Trust and agency funds and the enterprise fund use the accrual method 
of accounting. 

Inventory of supplies is recorded at the lower of cost or market on a 
first-in, first-out basis. With the exception of the enterprise fund, inven- 
tories are fully reserved. 


No accrual is made for vacation or sick pay since employees may not 
accumulate these amounts past the end of the fiscal period. 


2. General obligation debt service requirements: 


At June 30, 1980, the County had general obligation debt service re- 
quirements as follows: 


4.3% Courthouse Bonds, issued September 1, 1976, with 
$85,000 payable each year for 20 years. Interest is payable 
March 1 and September | through the New England Merchants 
National Bank. 


4.8% Nursing Home Bonds dated October 1, 1976 and issued 
December 7, 1976, with $420,000 payable each year for 15 
years. Interest is payable April 1 and October 1 through the 
Shawmut Bank of Boston, N.A. 


7.375% House of Correction Bonds dated May 1, 1980, with 
$70,000 payable each year for 5 years. Interest is payable May 
1 and November | through the Merchants National Bank. 


3. Retirement plan: 


Hillsborough County is a member of the New Hampshire Retirement 
Plan which covers substantially all employees. Under this plan, the county 
makes contributions as actuarily determined by the State. 
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4. Enterprise fund: 


Prior to July 1, 1979, the County reported the operations of the County 
Nursing Home through the general fund. For the year ended June 30, 1980, 
the County is reflecting these operations in an enterprise fund as required by 
generally accepted accounting principles. This change requires a statement 
of changes in financial position to be presented. However, because of the 
method of reporting in previous years, certain information is not readily 
available. As such, the statement of changes has not been presented.

Gentlemen: 


A comparison of the patient statistics for the twelve (12) month period 
ending on June 30, 1980 for the Hillsborough County Nursing Home with 
the figures for fiscal 1979 is as follows:

It is of interest to note that again we had 10 Residents transferred out 
of the Home during this past year. In our State of New Hampshire, all 
County Nursing Homes are classified as Intermediate Care Facilities. All 
Residents are reviewed periodically to be certain that they are still in need of 
intermediate care. These 10 Residents ‘‘graduated’’ from our Hillsborough 
County Nursing Home and went out into other group homes or to inde- 
pendent living situations, both of which are less expensive for the taxpayers 
than the cost of care at the County Home. Our rehabilitation program 
helped greatly in preparing most of these Residents to leave. 


Also noteworthy is the fact that we no longer have any ‘‘County Patient 
Days’’. The last such patients were in fiscal 1978. These patients were the 
total responsibility of the County in the past. Now all patients are covered 
by Medicaid except for the few remaining privately paying patients. 


Last year saw the beginning of a new monthly newsletter aptly entitled 
**Hillsborough Highlights’’. The name was selected from some 55 sugges- 
tions submitted by the staff and Residents. It is now received with enthu- 
siasm each month, and we feature news of staff and Residents plus other 
articles of interest. Our thanks to all who helped to get this project off the 
ground. 


A few words should be included here for those clergymen who provide 
spiritual services to our Residents. During the year our Protestant Chaplain, 
Rev. Robert Griggs, left Manchester to accept a pastoral position in Minne- 
sota. In October we were pleased to welcome Reverend Richard Tulip of 
Mont Vernon as his replacement. Father Roger Croteau began his fourth 
year of pastoral service as Catholic Chaplain to the Nursing Home and the 
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Correctional Institutions. Father James Christon conducts the Greek Ortho- 
dox services for Residents of that faith. And we welcomed back from sick 
leave Father Richard Wayne, Episcopal Chaplain. A better group we 
couldn’t be blessed with, or by. 


We have added a new activity of ceramics to our patient activities pro- 
gram. Our thanks to the ladies of the Hillsborough County Nursing Home 
Guild who donated a super kiln and other accessories to the Home. It is 
being well used and the items made by the Residents are available for sale to 
help continue the ceramics program. 


The members of the Moore Associates continue to assist us. This past 
year they gave the Home a beautiful whirlpool hydrotherapy unit for our 
Physical Therapy room. It too is being well utilized by the Residents. Our 
thanks to the Moore Associates for their thoughtfulness. 


The local branch of the Fraternal Order of Eagles gave us a donation of 
$1,000. last year. It was used to purchase another piece of physical therapy 
equipment called an automatic cervical traction unit. This item should prove 
beneficial to our Residents so we also extend our thanks to our friends, the 
Eagles. 


Our medical needs continue to be well cared for by our two attending 
physicians. We appreciate the sincere interest of Doctors Albert Snay and 
Marcel Dupuis in the Home and the well-being of our Residents. 


In conclusion, we recognize the work of our staff who have worked 
well for another year in caring for our 300 Residents. It should be under- 
stood that working in a nursing home is really something different, some- 
thing special. And we do need these special people to keep our Hillsborough 
County Nursing Home at the top as one of the best in the State. For this, we 
thank them all.

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HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY — DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTIONS 
1980 REPORT 


The year 1980 continued the previous trend of challenge and change for 
staff and administration. Two general supervisors were appointed, one each 
for the Jail and the House of Correction. 


The department furthered the training of line personnel; it is note- 
worthy that the staff of both institutions not only participated in such train- 
ing programs with interest, but applied what was learned on the job. Hills- 
borough County can be proud of its correctional officers who perform a 
difficult and stressful job in a very professional manner. Also, many 
officers spent their own time in enhancement training. 


Plans for expanding the nursing program to comply with appropriate 
standards were formulated and functionalized with the cooperation of the 
Commissioners, the Executive Committee and the Delegation. We feel that 
this expansion has resulted in professional medical care for the inmates and 
a reduction in problems that are generated in the jail or house of correction 
setting. 

The House of Correction expanded the inmate garden. The program is 
fully funded by the inmate fund and returns benefits not only to the inmates 
but to the County. 

Several construction delays caused the postponement of the occupancy 
of the New House of Correction. However, the department is looking for- 
ward to utilizing the new complex toward the end of the year; the building is 
one the County can be proud of and it will make a significant contribution 
to successful correctional management. 

I would like to express my gratitude to the County Commissioners, the 
Delegation, my staff and the inmates for the continued support I have 
received. We are looking forward to new and better times ahead for the 
Department of Corrections.

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HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY ATTORNEY 
1979-80 ANNUAL REPORT 


During the past fiscal year, the Hillsborough County Attorney’s Office 
continued to make significant progress in reducing the number of criminal 
cases pending on the Hillsborough County Superior Court docket. 


A total of 1,646 criminal cases were closed during the three court terms 
of 1979-80. The bulk of these cases were closed by guilty pleas or by 
remands to the district court. Eighty-five criminal cases were tried before 
juries. 

Seven Hundred Thirty-five felony cases were entered during the fiscal 
year while 660 cases were closed. The closed cases were disposed of in the 
following manner: 370 guilty pleas, 190 charges dropped, 44 trials and 56 
court dismissals. 


During the past fiscal year, the office has totally eliminated the backlog 
of pending misdemeanor appeals. Eight Hundred and Seventy-five appeals 
were entered during the year while 986 were closed. The bulk of these 
appeals were closed by guilty pleas or by withdrawal of the appeals. The 986 
appeals were closed in the following manner: 478 appeals withdrawn or 
remanded, 202 guilty pleas, 141 charges dropped, 115 trials and 40 court dis- 
missals. Because of the large number of misdemeanor appeals handled 
during the past year, the long outstanding backlog of cases on the docket 
has been virtually eliminated. It is now possible to get a final superior court 
disposition of a misdemeanor appeal within three months of the date of 
arrest. 


The Supreme Court has expressed its concern about the defendant’s 
constitutional right to a speedy trial by creating a new criminal procedural 
rule. In the case of the State of New Hampshire v. Robert Hastings the 
Supreme Court in an unanimous opinion declared that henceforth all 
criminal defendants should be indicted within 60 days of their arrest. This 
new rule appears to be the Court’s first step towards the adoption of a more 
stringent speedy trial rule. The Court has already indicated that it expects 
county government to respond to its new rules by scheduling grand juries 
more frequently and by hiring more prosecutors if they are needed. 


My staff has successfully assimilated the impact of the new 60 day 
indictment rule and is now initiating felony complaints in a timely fashion. 
With the significant progress already made in reducing the number of 
pending criminal cases on the Court’s docket, my staff should be able to 
quickly respond to any additional speedy trial deadlines that may be im- 
‘posed by our Supreme Court in the upcoming year. 


My office has also instituted a new program during the past year. With 
the assistance of a grant of ‘‘seed’’ money from the New Hampshire Crime 
Commission, I have hired a psychologist to work with the victims of serious 
crimes in Hillsborough County whose testimony is needed in Superior 
Court. The goal of this new program is to provide a wide range of services 
to victim/witnesses so as to enhance the extent to which the victim/witness 


a ee 


will cooperate with the trial process. Services being provided include sup- 
portive counseling, court-related counseling and child care services. It is 
hoped that this new program will result in convictions in cases which, in the 
past, have been dropped because the victim has refused to testify. 


The County Attorney’s Office has maintained its close relationship to 
the County Commissioners and other County executives. The attorneys of 
the office have all been available to provide appropriate legal advise to any 
department head requesting it. By engaging in preventive legal activity the 
County has been able to operate each of its departmental units without 
getting itself involved in any serious litigation that will jeopardize the 
County’s taxpayers. 


In summary, the office has, during the past year, successfully coped 
with an increasing caseload that must now be dealt with in a speedier 
fashion. During the upcoming year, I expect my staff to enthusiastically 
respond to the Supreme Court’s challenge to provide speedy trials to every- 
one accused of crime in Hillsborough County.
